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SPECIAL  INSTRUCTORS  FOR  THE  SUMMER  QUARTER 

In  Teachers  Colleges  the  summer  quarter  is  coming  to  be  recognized 
as  the  most  important  part  of  the  school  year.  It  is  the  term  of  the  larg- 
est attendance,  especially  of  teachers  in  service.  Accordingly  the  College 
feels  the  necessity  of  repeating  many  courses  given  in  other  quarters,  and 
of  offering  a  large  variety  of  courses  to  meet  the  various  needs  of  the 
attendants. 

The  West  Tennessee  State  Teachers  College  is  engaging  a  number  of 
additional  instructors  to  assist  the  regular  faculty  in  the  work  of  the 
coming  summer.  It  is  believed  that  these  teachers  will  prove  a  real  addi- 
tion to  the  college  faculty  and  that  many  teachers  will  avail  themselves 
of  the  courses  offered. 

Mr.  John  C.  Ransom,  Professor  of  English,  Vanderbilt  University, 
will  give  courses  in  English. 

Mr.  William  R.  Atkinson,  Professor  of  Psychology  and  Education, 
Southwestern,  will  give  courses  in  Education. 

Mr.  E.  C.  Hollar,  B.S.  and  A.M.,  of  the  University  of  Missouri,  and 
graduate  student  of  the  George  Peabody  College  for  Teachers,  who  has 
been  substituting  for  Mr.  S.  E.  Scates  in  the  Department  of  History  dur- 
ing the  current  year,  will  give  courses  in  History. 

Mr.  S.  E.  Scates,  who  has  been  on  leave  of  absence  for  the  current  year 
studying  in  George  Peabody  College  for  Teachers  and  Vanderbilt  Univer- 
sity, will  give  courses  in  History. 

Mr.  P.  H.  Manning,  formerly  of  the  West  Tennessee  State  Normal 
School,  will  give  courses  in  Geography. 

Mr.  Elmore  Holmes,  teacher  in  Crockett  High  School,  Memphis,  who 
is  working  towards  his  M.  A.  degree  in  Columbia  University  during  the 
current  year,  will  give  courses  in  Mathematics  and  Chemistry. 

Miss  Mary  Leath,  Supervisor  of  Primary  Education,  Memphis  City 
Schools,  will  give  courses  in  Primary  Education. 

Miss  Ruby  Batte,  Supervisor  of  Primary  Education  in  Shelby  County 
Schools,  will  give  courses  in  Elementary  Education. 

Miss  Clementine  Monahan,  Supervisor  of  Music,  Memphis  City  Schools, 
will  give  courses  in  Music. 
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ANNOUNCEMENT 

The  Fourteenth  Summer  Quarter  of  the  West  Tennessee  State  Teach- 
ers College  will  open  Thursday,  June  3,  1926,  at  10  a.m.,  and  will  continue 
twelve  weeks,  closing  Tuesday,  August  24,  1926. 


PURPOSE 

The  purpose  of  the  Summer  School  is  to  give  teachers,  especially  those 
of  West  Tennessee,  the  opportunity  for  study  and  improvement  during 
the  vacation  period.  The  work  will  be  arranged  so  that  teachers  can  add 
to  their  scholarships  and  professional  equipment  by  taking  regular  or  re- 
view courses.  The  Summer  Quarter  also  gives  opportunity  to  ambitious 
students  to  earn  additional  credits  on  regular  courses,  thus  shortening 
the  time  required  for  certification  and  graduation;  and  to  students  who 
have  failed  to  do  satisfactorily  the  work  in  any  term  to  overcome  their 
deficiencies  and  continue  their  studies. 

The  Summer  Quarters  of  the  Normal  School  have  been  highly  suc- 
cessful, both  in  point  of  attendance  and  the  character  of  work  done.  The 
attendants  at  the  Summer  Term  are,  for  the  most  part,  teachers  of  ex- 
perience who  take  advantage  of  the  vacation  to  better  prepare  for  the 
next  year.  Many  teachers  of  West  Tennessee  have  been  present  at  many 
Summer  Quarters. 


FULL  QUARTER  OF  TWELVE  WEEKS 

Heretofore  the  summer  session  has  been  conducted  by  the  West  Ten- 
nessee State  Normal  School.  This  year  it  will  be  conducted  as  one  of  the 
full  quarters  of  the  West  Tennessee  State  Teachers  College.  Hertofore  it 
has  run  for  six  weeks  or  ten  weeks;  this  year  it  will  run  for  a  full 
twelve  weeks  and  will  give  opportunity  for  the  same  amount  of  college 
credit  as  any  other  quarter  of  the  year.  Heretofore  all  courses  have  been 
offered  for  the  full  length  of  the  quarter  and  registrations  have  been  al- 
lowed only  at  the  beginning  of  the  quarter.  This  year  the  Summer 
Quarter  will  be  divided  into  two  terms  of  six  weeks  each  and  students 
may  enter  for  the  whole  quarter  or  for  either  term,  registering  on  June 
3  or  4,  or  on  July  14  or  15. 


COURSES  OFFERED 

Many  courses  will  be  offered  for  the  full  quarter  and  students  may 
register  for  a  quarter's  credit  on  such  courses,  or  for  half  credit  to  be 
completed  in  the  six  weeks'  term.  Some  courses  will  be  offered  for  the 
first  six  weeks,  or  for  the  last  six  weeks'  term,  and  students  may  register 
and  receive  credit  for  a  term's  work. 

Several  different  types  of  courses  will  be  offered  during  the  summer 
quarter : 
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1.  Courses  in  high  school  subjects  for  teachers  planning  to  take  the 
State  examination  for  teachers,  and  for  high  school  students  desiring  to 
make  high  school  credits. 

2.  Professional  courses  in  psychology — general,  child  and  educational 
— primary,  elementary,  and  high  school  education,  history  of  education, 
school  management  and  administration. 

3.  College  courses  in  every  department. 


ADVANTAGES  OF  THE  SUMMER  SCHOOL 

The  complete  facilities  of  the  College  are  offered  to  all  who  attend, 
without  tuition  charge,  except  that  a  fee  of  $20.00  for  the  Summer  Quar- 
ter is  charged  to  persons  not  residents  of  Tennessee.  Among  the  facili- 
ties are: 

1.  Faculty.  A  superior  faculty  of  trained  men  and  women,  special- 
ists in  educational  work  and  deeply  interested  in  the  teachers  and  schools 
of  the  State.  The  entire  teaching  force  of  the  regular  session  remains  on 
duty,  and  a  number  of  other  teachers  have  been  secured  to  meet  the  needs 
of  the  increased  attendance  during  the  summer  session  as  well  as  to  offer 
a  wider  variety  of  courses. 

2.  Departments.  Well  organized  departments  of  Education,  Agricul- 
ture, Biology,  Chemistry,  Drawing  and  Penmanship,  English,  History, 
Home  Economics,  Latin,  Manual  Training,  Mathematics,  Modern  Lan- 
guages, Music,  Physics  and  Geography  and  Physical  Training. 

3.  Courses.  Instruction  in  academic  and  professional  courses  of 
high  school  and  college  grade. 

4.  Laboratories.  Modern  and  well-equipped  laboratories  in  Chem- 
istry, Physics,  Biology,  Agriculture  and  Home  Economics. 

5.  Industrial  Work.  Thorough  courses  in  cooking,  sewing,  manual 
training,  agriculture  and  commercial  subjects;  also  in  drawing,  school 
music,  school  and  home  sanitation. 

6.  Library.  An  excellent  library  of  9,000  volumes  selected  to  meet 
the  peculiar  needs  of  teachers;  also  a  spacious  reading  room  supplied 
with  the  best  magazines  and  periodicals. 

7.  Observation  of  Grade  Teaching.  A  training  school  of  six  or  eight 
grades,  operated  during  the  first  six  weeks  of  the  Summer  Quar- 
ter, will  afford  opportunity  for  observation  to  teachers  interested  in  the 
elementary  grades. 

8.  Entertainment.  Coffer-Miller  Players  will  give  two  plays — Mo- 
liere's  "The  Imaginary  Invalid,"  on  June  23,  and  Sheridan's  "The  Rivals," 
on  June  24. 

Lectures  and  musicals  to  be  announced. 
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TRAINING   SCHOOL 

The  Training  School  of  the  West  Tennessee  State  Teachers'  College 
will  be  open  for  the  first  term  of  the  Summer  Quarter.  Work  will  be 
carried  on  in  the  first  six  grades.  It  is  not  practical  to  offer  credit  courses 
in  observation  and  directed  teaching  during  the  Summer  Quarter,  but  the 
opportunity  of  observing  the  work  of  the  elementary  grades  will  be  of- 
fered to  all  students.

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Tickets  will  be  sold  only  to  students  planning  to  attend  the  Summer 
Quarter  and  members  of  their  families,  upon  presentation  of  identifica- 
tion certificates  to  ticket  agents  at  the  time  of  purchase  of  tickets. 

Students  who  make  reservations  of  room  in  the  college  dormitories 
for  the  Summer  Quarter  will  be  furnished  identification  certificates  at  the 
time  reservation  is  made.  These  identification  certificates  must  be  pre- 
sented to  the  ticket  agent  when  ticket  is  secured. 

Students  who  plan  to  attend  the  Summer  Session  and  who  do  not  ex- 
pect to  live  in  the  dormitories,  may  secure  identification  certificate  by 
application  to  the  President  of  the  College. 

Tickets  will  be  on  sale  June  2-7,  inclusive,  for  the  first  term  of  the 
Summer  Quarter,  and  July  13-17,  inclusive,  for  the  second  term  of  the 
Summer  Quarter.     The  final  limit  on  tickets  is  August  28. 

To  secure  the  reduced  rates  round  trip  tickets  must  be  purchased 
from  home  station  to  Normal,  Tennessee.  Students  should  notify  ticket 
agents  at  small  stations  of  their  desire  to  purchase  such  tickets  several 
days  ahead,  so  that  coupon  tickets  may  be  secured. 

Tickets  must  be  validated  by  the  regular  ticket  agent  at  Memphis  be- 
fore the  return  journey  is  made. 


DORMITORIES  AND  DINING  HALL 

Mynders  Hall — The  College  maintains  a  magnificent  dormitory  for 
women  containing  115  rooms  and  capable  of  accommodating  300  students 
during  the  summer  term. 

Men's  Dormitory — It  also  maintains  a  modern  fire-proof  building  for 
men  which  contains  50  double  bedrooms  and  all  modern  conveniences. 
This  hall  will  be  reserved  entirely  for  men  students  during  the  coming 
Summer  Quarter. 

Dining  Hall — The  dining  hall  is  capable  of  taking  care  of  a  very 
large  student  body.  Regular  boarding  arrangements  will  be  made  with 
all  students  rooming  in  the  dormitories. 


RESERVATIONS 


Rooms  will  be  reserved  in  the  order  of  their  application.  A  deposit 
fee  of  $3.00  is  required  of  all  who  make  reservations  for  the  Summer 
Quarter.  This  fee  will  be  credited  on  the  total  expenses  of  the  term.  No 
reservation  will  be  made  without  this  deposit. 

Rooms  reserved  will  be  held  until  Saturday,  June  5,  and  will  then  be 
let  to  other  parties  unless  notification  comes  from  original  applicants  that 
they  are  coming  at  a  later  date. 
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Reservation  fee  will  be  refunded  if  notice  of  cancellation  is  received 
two  days  before  the  opening  of  the  Summer  Quarter,  that  is,  on  or  before 
June  1.     It  cannot  be  refunded  without  such  notice. 

Rooms  may  be  secured  in  private  homes  near  the  College  campus 
and  meals  at  the  dining  hall ;  or  rooms  and  meals  may  be  secured.  A  list 
of  homes,  with  rates,  will  be  furnished  on  application. 

It  is  very  important  that  those  who  expect  to  attend  the  Summer 
Quarter  should  write  the  President  and  reserve  rooms  as  soon  as  it  is 
definitely  determined  to  attend.  Arrangements  will  be  made  for  all  who 
come,  but  choice  of  rooms  will  be  accorded  to  those  who  make  the  first 
application. 

The  rooms  in  the  dormitory  are  more  convenient  and  economical 
than  private  rooms,  and  parties  desiring  same  should  make  early  reser- 
vations. 

Rooms  in  dormitory  will  be  ready  for  occupancy  by  students  of  Sum- 
mer Quarter  on  Wednesday,  June  2. 

Rooms  are  rented  by  the  term  or  quarter  and  no  reduction  will  be 
made  in  room  rent  for  late  registration  or  for  absence  of  less  than  a 
month. 

Board  is  charged  from  the  beginning  of  the  term  or  quarter  and  no 
reduction  is  allowed  for  late  registration.  Students  absent  from  the  din- 
ing hall  for  two  weeks  or  more  on  account  of  illness  or  withdrawal  from 
school  before  the  close  of  the  term,  will  be  entitled  to  a  refund.  Regis- 
tration fees  are  not  refunded  and  no  other  refund  will  be  made  except  as 
indicated  above. 

Rooms  in  private  families  including  lodging  and  two  meals  a  day  can 
be  secured  for  $30.00  to  $45.00  a  month,  and  lunch  can  be  secured  at  the 
cafeteria  at  reasonable  rates. 


EXPENSES

Students  not  residents  of  Tennessee  will  be  charged  $15.00  tuition  for 
six  weeks  and  $20.00  for  the  full  quarter. 

Day  students  who  are  residents  of  Tennessee  pay  only  the  registra- 
tion, student  activity  and  breakage  fees,  amounting  to  $9.00. 

For  the  use  of  laboratories,  instruments  and  materials  required,  the 
following  fees  are  charged  in  the  departments  mentioned: 

Biology,  Drawing,  Manual  Training  and  Typewriting,  $1.00  each. 

Chemistry,  $2.00. 

Home  Economics,  all  Clothing  Courses,  25c;  Home  Economics  104  and 
206,  50c  each. 

Late  Registration  Fee 

Students  who  have  not  completed  registration  by  3  p.m.,  on  Satur- 
day of  the  first  week  will  be  charged  an  extra  fee  of  $1.00. 


LAUNDRY 


The  West  Tennessee  State  Teachers  College  owns  and  operates  a 
modern  sanitary  laundry.  Students  occupying  rooms  on  the  campus  are 
required  to  have  their  laundry  work  done  here,  and  therefore  pay  the 
laundry  fee.  This  rule  has  been  made  for  sanitary  reasons  and  is  rigidly 
enforced.  No  exceptions  whatever  will  be  made  and  all  students  who 
board  on  the  campus  will  be  required  to  pay  the  laundry  fee. 


WHAT  STUDENTS  FURNISH 

All  heavy  furniture  needed  in  the  rooms  of  the  dormitory  is  furnished 
by  the  school.  Single  beds  are  used  almost  exclusively.  Students  furnish 
their  own  pillows,  bed  linens,  bed  covers,  towels,  scarfs,  etc. 
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RAILROAD  AND  EXPRESS  OFFICE 

The  Southern  Railway  has  a  station  called  Normal  located  on  the 
College  campus.  Students  planning  to  attend  the  College  during  the  sum- 
mer Quarter  should  write  to  the  President  for  a  round  trip  identification 
certificate.  They  should  present  this  certificate  to  the  ticket  agent  at 
their  home  station,  and  buy  a  round  trip  railroad  ticket  to  Normal.  Bag- 
gage should  be  checked  to  Normal.  If,  for  any  reason  baggage  cannot  be 
checked  direct  to  Normal,  then  upon  arrival  at  the  new  Union  Station, 
Memphis,  a  ticket  should  be  bought  to  Normal  and  baggage  checked 
thereto.  Students  who  come  on  the  Illinois  Central  without  a  round  trip 
ticket  will  transfer  to  the  new  Union  Station  and  then  buy  a  ticket  and 
check  baggage  to  Normal  as  above.  Effort  should  be  made  to  arrive  in 
Memphis  in  the  day  time. 

The  Normal  street  car  line,  leaving  Main  and  Union  every  thirty 
minutes,  will  take  pupils  direct  to  the  College  campus.  Baggage  should 
be  checked  plainly  care  of  West  Tennessee  State  Teachers  College,  Nor- 
mal, via  Memphis,  Tennessee.  On  arriving  at  the  school,  baggage  checks 
should  be  presented  to  the  matron  of  the  dormitory,  who  will  have  the 
trunks  hauled  from  the  depot  and  placed  in  the  rooms  assigned. 


GENERAL  TERMS  OF  ADMISSION 

Statutory  Provisions — Under  the  provisions  of  the  law  establishing 
the  State  Teachers  College,  white  persons  residents  of  the  State  who 
are  not  under  sixteen  years  of  age,  are  eligible  for  admission  without  tui- 
tion; but  no  person  is  admitted  without  tuition  who  does  not  sign  a 
pledge  to  teach  in  public  or  private  schools  of  the  State  within  five  years 
after  leaving  the  College  at  least  as  long  as  he  has  been  a  student  therein. 

Health — No  applicant  will  be  admitted  who  cannot  furnish  evidence 
of  being  physically  sound,  free  from  contagious  or  infectious  disease,  and 
from  chronic  defects  that  would  prevent  satisfactory  work  as  a  student 
or  militate  against  success  as  a  teacher. 

Character — Every  applicant  for  admission  must  present  a  certificate 
of  good  moral  character  signed  by  a  responsible  person.  The  State  is 
under  obligation  for  the  professional  training  of  no  person  that  is  not 
qualified  to  exert  a  wholesome  influence  upon  the  lives  of  children. 

Scholastic  Requirements — For  unconditional  entrance  to  the  fresh- 
man class  of  the  Teachers  College  the  applicant  must  be  a  graduate  of  a 
standard  four-year  high  school  accredited  by  the  State  Department  of 
Education,  or  by  the  Commission  on  Accredited  Schools  of  the  Southern 
Association  of  Colleges  and  Secondary  Schools,  with  at  least  fifteen  ap- 
proved high  school  units. 
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Graduates  of  unaccredited  schools  doing  four  years  of  high  school 
work  may  be  admitted  on  certificate  from  their  principal,  provided  they 
pass  satisfactory  examination  on  four  units  of  high  school  work  taken 
in  their  fourth  year  at  the  high  school. 

Teachers  and  prospective  teachers,  nineteen  years  of  age  and  over, 
who  have  not  completed  four  years  of  high  school  work  may  be  admitted 
as  special  students  and  allowed  to  take  such  courses  as  they  are  prepared 
for;  provided,  that  such  special  students  must  satisfy  all  entrance  require- 
ments to  qualify  for  a  diploma  or  degree. 

Candidates  for  admission  should  write  for  admission  blank,  which 
provides  for  a  complete  statement  of  all  work  done  elsewhere,  and  for 
the  official  signatures  necessary  for  proper  certification.  All  work  thus 
credited  is  accepted  conditionally,  and  the  credit  given  will  be  cancelled 
if  the  student  is  found  unable  to  do  proficient  work  in  the  subjects  to 
which  he  is  admitted. 


ADMISSION  TO   THE  SUMMER   QUARTER 

Admission  to  the  Summer  Quarter  is  granted  to: 

1.  College  students  who  desire  to  do  further  college  work  of  pro- 
fessional or  academic  nature. 

2.  Graduates  of  standard  four-year  high  schools. 

3.  Teachers  who  desire  to  make  better  preparation  for  their  work. 

4.  Prospective   teachers   who   desire  to  take  examination   for   State 
certificates. 


CURRICULA  OFFERED 

Two  general  curricula  are  offered: 

1.  A  Four-Year  Curriculum,  three  quarters  each  year,  designed  to 
train  teachers  for  elementary  schools.  Special  courses  are  offered  in  this 
curriculum  for  primary  and  intermediate  grade  teachers.  Students  com- 
pleting the  first  two  years  of  this  curriculum  will  be  given  a  diploma 
which  will  entitle  them  to  a  permanent  certificate  to  teach  in  the  ele- 
mentary schools  of  the  State.  Such  students  can  enter  the  Junior  year 
of  the  College  and  count  all  credits  made  in  the  first  two  years  at  face 
value  toward  a  degree. 

2.  A  Four-Year  Curriculum,  three  quarters  each  year,  designed  to 
train  teachers  for  high  school  grades.  The  four-year  curriculum  includes 
certain  constants  and  permits  of  sufficient  election  to  assure  two  or  more 
majors  and  minors.  In  arranging  majors  and  minors  the  prospective 
teacher  should  have  in  mind  the  probable  combination  of  subjects  in  the 
high  schools  of  Tennessee. 
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Students  completing  a  four-year  curriculum  will  be  granted  the  de- 
gree of  Bachelor  of  Science  which  will  entitle  them  to  certificates  to  teach 
their  major  subjects  in  the  high  schools  of  Tennessee,  and  which  will  be 
valid  for  other  educational  positions  under  certain  conditions. 


REQUIREMENTS   FOR  DIPLOMA 

1.  The  satisfactory  completion  of  96  quarter  hours  as  outlined  in  the 
Curriculum  A  for  elementary  teachers. 

2.  Physical  education  through  two  years,  two  periods  per  week,  un- 
less excused  on  account  of  physical  disability. 

Students  completing  two  years  of  the  elementary  curriculum  may 
count  all  credits  at  face  value  toward  the  bachelor's  degree.  They  will  be 
admitted  to  the  Junior  year  of  the  curriculum  for  preparing  elementary 
teachers,  or  to  the  Junior  year  of  the  curriculum  for  high  school  teach- 
ers, conditioned  only  in  their  major  and  minor  subjects. 


REQUIREMENTS  FOR  A  DEGREE 

1.  The  satisfactory  completion  of  192  quarter  hours,  at  least  thirty- 
six  of  which  must  be  taken  from  courses  listed  in  each  of  the  four  years 
of  the  college  program  of  studies. 

2.  Physical  education  through  two  years,  two  periods  per  week. 

3.  Residence  of  not  less  than  three  quarters  during  the  Junior  and 
Senior  years  of  the  college  course,  provided  that  the  last  quarter  shall  be 
in  residence. 

4.  Satisfactory  completion  of  eighteen  hours  in  the  department  of 
English  credited  on  the  Freshman  and  Sophomore  years;  nine  hours  in 
American  history  and  government  credited  on  the  Sophomore  year; 
thirty-six  hours  in  the  department  of  education ;  one  major  subject  with  at 
least  36  quarter  hours;  one  minor  with  at  least  27  quarter  hours,  and  a 
second  minor  with  at  least  18  quarter  hours. 


CREDIT 

A  quarter  hour  requires  one  recitation  period  per  week  for  one  quarter 
of  twelve  weeks.  In  such  subjects  as  cooking,  sewing,  writing,  drawing, 
industrial  arts  and  all  laboratory  courses,  two  periods  are  required  for 
one  quarter  hour. 
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The  minimum  number  of  hours  for  regular  students  is  twelve,  the 
maximum  sixteen,  except  for  students  who  have  made  not  less  than  90% 
on  each  course  during  the  preceding  quarter.  Such  students  will  be 
allowed  eighteen  quarter  hours. 

Students  must  register  not  later  than  June  5  to  be  allowed  full  credit 
for  the  first  term  of  the  quarter;  and  not  later  than  July  15  for  full  credit 
for  second  term.  Students  registering  later  will  be  allowed  proportional 
credits.  Students  entering  at  the  end  of  the  fourth  week  will  be  allowed 
nine  credits,  provided  they  make  up  back  work  on  courses  carried.  No 
credit  on  quarter  courses  will  be  allowed  for  entrance  after  the  first  four 
weeks  of  a  quarter. 


TEACHERS'  CERTIFICATES 

Under  the  law  no  person  is  allowed  to  teach  in  Tennessee  who  does 
not  hold  a  certificate  issued  by  the  State  Commissioner  of  Education. 
Certificates  are  issued  as  follows: 

1.  A  permanent  professional  certificate  in  administration  is  issued 
to  the  applicant  for  the  position  of  County  Superintendent  who  is  a  gradu- 
ate of  a  State  Teachers  College  and  who  has  completed  at  least  twenty- 
seven  quarter  hours  in  education,  as  prescribed  by  the  State  Board  of 
Education,  and  has  had  twenty-four  months  of  experience  as  teacher 
or  supervisor. 

2.  A  permanent  professional  certificate  is  issued  to  the  applicant  for 
a  high  school  teaching  position  who  is  a  graduate  of  a  State  Teachers 
College  and  who  has  completed  at  least  twenty-seven  quarter  hours  in 
education. 

3.  A  permanent  professional  certificate  is  issued  to  the  applicant 
for  the  position  of  school  supervisor  who  is  a  graduate  of  a  State  Teach- 
ers College  and  who  has  completed  at  least  twenty-seven  quarter  hours 
in  education,  including  general  and  special  methods,  school  supervision 
and  administration,  and  has  had  at  least  twenty-four  months  of  experi- 
ence in  actual  school  work. 

4.  A  permanent  professional  certificate  is  issued  to  the  applicant  for 
the  position  of  teacher  in  the  elementary  schools  who  has  completed  a 
two-year  curriculum  for  elementary  teachers  in  a  State  Teachers  College, 
and  has  had  at  least  eighteen  quarter  hours  in  education. 

5.  A  professional  certificate  valid  for  a  period  of  four  years  is  issued 
to  the  applicant  for  the  position  of  teacher  in  a  two-year  high  school 
who  has  completed  at  least  six  quarter  hours  in  a  State  Teachers  College 
and  has  had  at  least  eighteen  quarter  hours  in  education. 

6.  A  professional  certificate  valid  for  a  period  of  four  years  is 
issued  to  the  applicant  for  a  position  as  teacher  in  an  elementary  school 
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who  has  completed  at  least  three  quarters  work  in  a  State  Teachers  Col- 
lege, and  has  had  at  least  nine  quarter  hours  in  method  and  manage- 
ment of  elementary  schools. 

Note:  Professional  certificates  of  sections  5  and  6  may  be  renewed 
for  four  years  on  successful  experience  and  the  completion  of  one  quar- 
ter's work  of  at  least  twelve  quarter  hours,  three  hours  of  which  shall  be 
in  education,  in  a  State  Teachers  College;  provided,  that  the  holder  of 
such  certificates  shall  have  taught  at  least  two  years  during  the  duration 
of  his  certificate. 

7.  A  professional  certificate  valid  for  a  period  of  one  year  in  ele- 
mentary schools  is  issued  to  the  applicant  who  is  a  graduate  of  an  ap- 
proved high  school  in  this  state  and  has  completed  one  quarter's  work, 
including  three  quarter  hours  in  education,  in  a  State  Teachers  College. 

8.  A  professional  certificate  valid  for  one  year  in  the  elementary 
schools  of  the  county  in  which  the  student  graduated  is  issued  to  the 
applicant  who  is  a  graduate  of  a  public  or  private  four-year  high  school 
in  this  State  approved  by  the  State  Department  of  Education,  and  who 
has  completed  one  unit  of  professional  work  approved  by  the  State  De- 
partment of  Education. 

When  credit  equivalent  to  that  required  for  high  school  graduation, 
with  one  unit  of  professional  work,  is  made  by  any  student  in  a  State 
Teachers  College,  it  will  be  accepted  by  the  State  High  School  Supervisor 
and  approved  for  a  limited  training  elementary  certificate. 

The  certificates  in  paragraphs  7  and  8  may  be  renewed  from  year  to 
year  upon  the  completion  of  an  additional  quarter's  work  of  at  least 
twelve  quarter  hours,  including  three  hours  in  education,  at  a  State 
Teachers  College. 


CERTIFICATES  ON  EXAMINATION 

Examination  certificates,  elementary  and  high  school,  are  issued  to  ap- 
plicants who  make  an  average  of  75  per  cent  on  the  required  subjects  and 
not  less  than  65  per  cent  on  any  subject.  These  certificates  are  valid  for 
four  years  from  July  1st  of  the  year  of  their  issuance,  and  may  be  re- 
newed by  the  holder's  attending  the  Teachers  College  for  a  full  quarter 
and  making  at  least  twelve  quarter  hours  of  credit,  three  of  which  must 
be  in  education. 

State  examinations  for  applicants  for  Tennessee  teachers'  certificates 
will  be  held  at  the  West  Tennessee  State  Teachers  College,  July  23  and 
24,  1926. 
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RENEWAL  OF  CERTIFICATES 

Second  grade  certificates,  that  is,  two-year  certificates  issued  under 
Chapter  40,  Acts  of  1913,  and  amendments  thereto,  may  be  renewed  by 
attending  the  Teachers  College  for  six  weeks  and  completing  satisfac- 
torily at  least  three  courses  and  making  six  quarter  hours  of  credit,  or 
the  equivalent  in  high  school  units. 

For  the  benefit  of  teachers  holding  such  certificates  who  have  not 
completed  four  years  of  high  school  work,  the  following  courses  of  high 
school  rank  will  be  offered  during  the  summer  quarter:  third  and 
fourth  year  English,  American  history,  advanced  algebra,  plane  geom- 
etry, high  school  arithmetic,  beginners  Latin,  Caesar  and  Parker's  Types 
of  Elementary  Teaching.  These  subjects  will  be  given  for  five  times  a 
week  during  the  summer  quarter,  and  one-fourth  unit  of  high  school 
credit  will  be  allowed  for  a  six  weeks'  course,  which  will  be  counted  as  the 
equivalent  of  two  quarter  hours  for  the  renewal  of  a  second  grade  certifi- 
cate; one-half  unit  will  be  allowed  for  a  twelve  weeks'  course. 

Applicants  for  renewal  will  not  be  confined  to  the  above  courses,  but 
may  take  any  three  courses  for  which  they  are  prepared,  the  courses 
taken  to  carry  six  quarter  hours  of  credit. 

Teachers  applying  for  renewal  of  second  grade  certificates  on  six 
weeks'  attendance  must  register  not  later  than  the  second  day  of  the 
six  weeks'  term. 

One  year  elementary  and  limited  training  elementary  certificates  may 
be  renewed  by  attending  the  Teachers  College  for  one  quarter  and  the 
satisfactory  completion  of  twelve  quarter  hours  of  credit,  including  three 
quarter  hours  in  education.  Holders  of  such  certificates  applying  for  re- 
newal must  register  not  later  than  the  fourth  day  of  the  quarter.

Education   225s— Teaching   Rural   Life— Mr.   Fitch. 

A  study  of  the  fundamental  relationships  of  the  nature  king- 
doms  to   the   productive   activities   of   the   rural   community.     The 
chemistry,  physics,  biology,  economics,  and  other  sciences  and  sub- 
jects upon  which  a  successful  rural  life  is  based,  are  translated  into 
the  language  of  the  layman.     The  varied  experiences  of  the  average 
country  boy  and  girl  are  systematically  organized  for  future  studies 
and  amplification.     This  course  is  planned  to  show  the  most  im- 
portant   generalizations    of   the    relationships    of    the    nature    king- 
doms:    the  dependence  of  plants  upon  soil,  air,  and  water;  and  of 
animals  upon  the  compounds  which  life  has  produced  in  the  pro- 
cesses of  plant  growth.     Subject  matter  will  be  illustrated  by  dia- 
grams   and    amplified    with    demonstrations.      The    natural    objects 
that  come  under  the  observation  and  become  an  active  part  of  the 
lives  of  the  children  in  the  various  grades  will  constitute  a  large 
part  of  the  material  of  the  course.
